Big Hotels Issue New Bills of 
Fare With Advanced 
Prices. 

The cost of high living, in the form 
of beefsteak and chicken consumed. by 
diners at the Planters and Jefferson 
Hotel cafes, has risen in the last few 
days, and John D. Tellman, buyer of 
food for the two hotels, says he does

GOT $50,000 ON | 
BOGUS. CHECKS 


That Is Story Carleton Lamb, 
Arrested Here, Tells Chi- 
cago Police.

MANY ST. LOUIS, VICTIMS 





Police Recall Cases Where Busi- 
ness Men Were Swindled by 
Pretended Laborers. 


Dispatches stating that Carleton 
Lamb of 2904 Kossuth avenue, who 
is under arrest in Chicago, told there 
that he and associates had won $650,- 
000 in three years through working 
a “shirt sleeve’ variation ‘of the 
bogus check swindle, caused the St. 
Louis/ police last night to wire for 
Lamb's photograph and description. 

The local police state that, two 
years ago, a gang of operators suc- 
ceeded in passing a number of worth- 


less checks by entering shops near 
some big factory In their shirt 
sleeves, and representing themselves 
as employes of the large concern. 
Twenty-four of these checks, which 
were submitted to John Coakley, a 
handwriting expert, were pronounced 
by him to have beén indorsed by the 
same-hand. In each case the name 
of the firm was signed by a rubber 
stamp inked with green. 

St. Louisans Who Were Swindled. 

The records show that Joseph 
Clymer of 6088.. BHaston avenue, 
cashed a worthless check for. $14 
drawn on the St. Louis Lumber Co., 
to the order of Thomas Wagner. The 
payee represented, it is alleged, that 
he was an employe of the lumber 
concern, which was nearby, and made 
his representation plausible by ap- 
pearing in shirt sleeves. 

It also is entered upon the records 
that Florent Vierling of 1436. Cass 
avenue cashed a $14 check for 
“Thomas Wagner,” drawn. upon the 
Goessling Box Co. the payee being 
also in shirt sleeves. The check 
proved to be bogus. 

Herman Beinhardt of 3141 South 
Grand avenue, cashed a worthless 
check for $14, the payee of which 
was “Frank Weber.” and the sig- 
nature of which, stamped in green

RUSSIAN SPY OFFERS TO 
PUT HIMSELF TO DEATH

Azeff Would Execute Nihilist 
Court’s’ Sentence of Death 
if Imposed. * 


PARIS. Oct. 5.-——-Azeff, the notori- 
ous Russian police spy, is here to sub- 
mit his fate to a secret court. of Ni- 
hilists, according to a letter published 
in an Anarchist paper. Onee Azgeff 
was regarded as an anarchist leader. 
taking part in all the councils of the 
revolutionary committee, suggesting 
many of its plots. . 

Bourtseff, the Russian publicist 
who several months ago visited 
America, accused Azeff of being ‘in 
reall yin the employ of the Russian 
secret police. The story narrated by 
Bourtseff furnishes the most start- 
ling chapter in the intensely interest- 
ing history of the underground poli- 
tics of the Czar's empire. Azeff fied 
from the wrath;and vengeance of his 
former companions. but he was 
traeked by. Bourtseff and others to 
whom, when. brought to bay, be pro- 
tested his innocence, ‘ 

He is permitted to live until the 
committee coul@ take final action, bat 
he is constantly watched, It is said 
his life is one of terror. For that rea- 
son he now writes a letter offering 
to abide by any decision of the tri- 
bunal. If theetribunal decides that he 
shall die he promises to. execute its 
sentence in 24 hours, ~

New: York Professor to Partici- 


pate in Sheldon Memorial 
Dedication Today.

Prof. Felix Adler of New York, 
leader of the Ethical Culture move- 
ment in the United States, arrived in 
St. Louis yesterday to take part in 
the dedication exercises of the new 


Sheldon Memorial today and tomor- 
row. The handsome building on 
Washington avenue, west of Grand, 
will be in future the Sunday meeting 
place and the social and educational 
headquarters of the St. Louis Ethical 
Society. 

Dr. Adler, when seen last night by 
a Post-Dispach reporter at the Wash- 
ington Hotel, spoke of the chief ten- 
dencies of present development in ed- 
ucation, which he said would form a 
part of his message to the St. Louis 
society in his addresses here. These 
movements, he said, are sex-educa- 
tion, the use of physical education in 
the curing of moral defects, and 
vocational training. 

“These three meetings,” he said, 
“are practical aims on which most 
people who realize their value can 
unite, regardless of religious beliefs, 
and regardless of the part which 
they think religion should have in 
education. 


Bitter Clashes at. The Hague. 

“The emphasizing df these three 
things was one of the practical re- 
sults of the notable conference en 
moral education at The Hague, which 
I lately attended. The movement for 
this conference came from the ethical 
societies, but religious bodies, par- 
ticularly the teaching orders of the 
Roman Catholic — ‘were well 
represented. 

“There were some bitter clashes 
between the representatives of the 
new system of secular education in 
France, and the clericals who still 
control education in Belgium. The 
latter insisted that Christianity was 
esential to education, and the Egyp- 
tian minister of Education, who was 
present, insisted just as strongly 
that the Koran was the — basis 
of true education.” 


Favors Uniform — Laws. 
Dr. Adler expressed interest in the 


recently renewed discussion of di- 
vorce laws in this country, and said 
he favored uniform marriage and di- 
vorce laws, of which he believed the 
principal features should be a long 
notice pefore marriage, to prevent

CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—Chicago has no 
South Side “‘Levee” tonight. The. seg- 


@ Tecated vice district, which has been a 


brightly lighted, crowded quarter in the 
heart of the city ever since the great 
fire of ‘7l, was dark and deserted for 
the first time in 40 years. 

The “levee” is populated, according to 


‘| statistics collected by the Vics Com- 


mission, by 4000 denizens of the under- 
world, “2200 of whom were women.of the 
class against which the city and Fed- 
eral legal campaign is being waged. 
Keepers Flee to St. Louis. 

The divekeepers today decided that 
State’s Attorney Wayman meant war. 
They turned their inmates into the 
street and ordered them to seek 1 ngs 
in other parts of town. They closed 
their houses and dance halls and fled, 
some to conceal themselves in other 
cities. St. Louis. was the mecca for 
many. , 

Meanwhile, the inmates. of the ille- 
gal resorts to the number of nearly 1500 
poured into Michigan boulevard, the 
wide automobile driveway that is the 
main artery of communication between 


afternoon is the main thoroughfare for 
& fashionable parade of automobiles. 
The women had been ordered by resort 
keepers to dress themselves in their 
gaudiest dresses, to paint their faces 
with extra brilliance and to go out 
and find other places to live, for the 
present at least. 

It was intended that the exodus should 
be a demonstration of what it would 
mean to the city to have the segregated 
vice district broken up and an army of 
several thousand outcasts driven to min- 
gle with the population. 

Principal Hotels Invaded. 

The crowd descended on the business 
quarter and invaded the principal ho- 
tels, demanding accommodations. They 
sought room and board in residential 
zones and spread out into some of the 
most fashionable parts of the city. One 
of the chief arguments against the 
“leyee’’ has been that it occupies one 
of the most desirable sections of Chi- 
cago, near the. old-time aristocratic 
neighborhood, in. which are the, homes 
of Chicago’s founders. It was learned 
by the police that the invasion of the 
women was ordered by the proprietors 
to enforce their claims of the necessity 
of confining resorts to one quarter. 

Late tonight most of the outcasts had 
found shelter. Many of the women of 
the underworld live part of the time in 
flats, and these had guests sleeping in 
every bed and on the floors. The ones 
who had money took trains and got out 
of town. 


Chief Young, Told Women Are Com- 
ing Here, Undecided What to Do.

Henry Boerschete'’s Remorse Be-

Henry Boerchete, 47 years old, a coop- 
er, who drove two il0-penny nails into 
the top of his skull with a hammer at 
his home in Luxemburg, Thursday, died 
yesterday afternoon at the city hospital.

He was to appear at a bankruptcy 
hearing in St. Isouls this week, to be 
questioned about a discrepancy of $25,000 
between his report to mercantile agen- 
cies and the receiver's estimate of his 
firm's assets. 

Before taking the poison, Chicago dis- 
patches state, he called up his brother, 


Dr. C. J. Luyties of 2100 Lafayette ave- 
nue, St. Louis, by. long distance tele- 
“phone, and told him he had determined 
to “end it all.” He also celled up his 
‘brother, Fred W. Luyties, a Chicago 
tea and coffee merchant. 

Fred Luyties huried from his home, 
1425 Dearborn Parkway, to August 
‘uyties’ apartment at 1156 North 
treet, and found his brother dead on 
the bed. Mrs. August Luyties was 
out at the time. 

Dr. Luyties left for Chicago after re- 
ceiving his brother’s message. He told 
his family here only that his brother 
‘was in trouble in Chiosgo, and needed 
him. 

Was Prosperous Concern. 

Tha Luyties Market Co. was formerly 
one of the most successful of downtown 
mercantile establishments. It had a 
Jarge store at Sixth street and Franklin 
avenue, and several branches. The com- 
pany went into bankruptgy Aug. 1, and 
the present prospect is said to be that 
creditors will receive 15 to 20 cents on 
the dollar. 

Cc. D. West, an expert accountant who 
“was appointed receiver for the Luy- 
ties Market Co. after it went into 
bankruptcy, sald yesterday that if Luy- 
ties had lived he would have been sum- 
moned:to appear at a hearing before 
Walter D. Coles, referee,in bankruptcy 
Vite week: The subpena was to have 
been issued Monday or Tuesday and it 
was expected that Luyties would go 
on the witness stand Friday. 

It was the purpose of Referee Coles 
to question Luyties as to the apparent 
discrepancy of $26,000 between the re- 
port made by Luyties to the mercan- 
tile agencies and the receéiver’s report 
made by wy est. 

When West took charge of the 
‘property he was surprised to find 
‘ that the Luyties company throughout 
the several years of ‘its commercial 
activity had kept no books. West, 
who is an expert in the adjustment 
‘bureau of the St. Louis Credit Men’s 
Association, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday that'he encountered 
unusual difficulties in making an ac- 
counting of the concern’s assets and 
liabilities. 

Scribbled Memoranda. 

The only accounts which could be 

found, West said, were on slips of 
paper, bills of lading and invoices. 
Some of them were merely scribbled 
memoranda showing the price paid 
for certain shipments. 
- From these memoranda and an ‘n- 
ventory of the stock, West arrived at 
the conclusion that the company’s lia- 
bilities were about $23,000. This money 
was owed to 328 creditors, most of thm 
wholesale grocery houses in all parts 
ef the country.

LONDON, Oct. 5-——-The lMghtning 
still fails to strike from the Eastern 
war cloud, but British diplomats cher- 
ish little belief that the storm will be 
deferred longer than a day or two. 

The news tonight of a collision on 
the Turkish-Montenegrin border, 
which the Turkish Government con- 
siders to amount to.a belligerent ac- 
tion, indicatés it will be difficult to 
hold the opposing forces in restraint. 

Concerning this engagement the 
Porte withholds the details from the 
newspapers. but if either side is anx- 
ious to bring on a small battle it has 
plenty of opportunities to do so. 

All Premier Asquith could say itn a 
speech tonight was that he had not 
lost all hope. Great Britain is appar- 
ently taking an active part in the ne- 
gotiations of the Powers. 

The British Government is in an 
awkward position, having to take 
into consideration the traditional 
feeling of the Macedonian Christians, 
which is strong among the masses, 
against its policy of cultivating Tur- 
key and respecting the sympathies of 
millions of Mohammedan subjects. 

Russia’s racial, religious and politi- 
cal ties.are in all Balkan states, while 
Austria’s interests are opposed to 
them and Germany is a strong friend 
of Turkey. It is difficult to imagine 
any collective . policy which these 
powers agree upon which the Turks 
and Balkans will accept. 

Mobilization is proceeding tn Tur- 
key, Greece and the Balkan states, 
with mobs occasionally stoning the 
consulates and the people apparently 
bent on war. 


French and Russian Leaders Urge 
States to Postpone Hostilities, 

PARIS, Oct. 5.—A favorable re- 
sponse to France’s suggestion of in- 
tervention in the Balkans was re- 
ceived from Great Britain teday. At 
the time the English Government 
suggests that whereas intervention 
at Constantinople should be made by 
the great powers as a unit, the in- 
tervention at the Balkan capitals 
should be left to Russia and Austria. 

Herr Von Kiderlin Waechter, the 
German Foreign Minister, has accept- 
ed the proposal on behalf of Ger- 
many. France’s suggestion has been 
ratified by Germany, Great Britain 
and Russia. It contains a collective 
representation regarding the war- 
like position of the Balkan states to- 
ward Turkey and expresses the de- 
termination not to permit territorial 
changes while the powers promise to 
undertake themselves the realization 
of Macedonian reforms. 

The belief that if Russia and 
Austria will drop their mutual sus- 
picions they are in a position to ex- 
ercise such pressure on the Balkan 
states as to avert war. 

The co-operation of the French and 
Russian alliance was shown at the 
Quai d’Orsay where M. Poincare. the 
French Premier, and M. Sazonoff, 
Russian Foreign Minister, sent for 
the ministers of Bulgaria, Greece and 
Servia and pressed them urgently to 
advise their respective governments 
to postpone any overt act of hostility 
until diplomacy had exhausted its 
efforts.

He first attacked Taft on his veto 
record, contrasting it with his campaign 
promises of 4 years ago. 

There was no decision as to which 
side had won the debate. R. L. Barton, 
prificipal of the Emerson School, spoke 
in behalf of the amendment to permit 
56-year-old children to-enter the public 
schaole — 
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Progressite candidates and organ- 
izers who have been touring. Missouri 
returned to headquarters in St. Louis 
yesterday with reports of rapidly 
increasing strength throughout the 
State. The party leaders expressed 


the opinion that Roosevelt and Nor- 
toni would get ‘far more votes in Mis- 
sourl than Taft and McKinley. 
The Progressive workers declared 
they would elect their candidate for 
Congress in the Fifteenth District, 
which embraces Jasper County and

The reports turned in to National 
Committeeman -Walker and Chair- 
man Beazell of the Speakers’ Bu- 
reau were that Gov., Hadley’s dec- 
laration for Taft had not hurt the 
Progressives anywhere.

However, Baseball Officials Say 
“‘Imitations” Will Easily 
Be Detected. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—Counterfeiters 
are at work on bogus tickets for 
the world’s championship baseball 
series next week, according to re- 
ports reaching the New York Baseball 
Club tonight. Notwithstanding at- 
tempts to avoid a ticket scandal, it 
appears likely if the report of coun- 
terfeiting is true. According to Sec- 
retary John Heydler of the National 
League tonight, it will be the pa- 
trons themselves who are to blame if 
they are foolish enough to purchase 
bogus tickets. |. . 

The counterfeiters’ plan ts. declared to be 
the work of scalpers of the most ‘‘crooked’’ 
sort. who, having little chance to reap a 
harvest fn speculation this year, have de- 
signed to fleece the public, particularly per- 
sons from out of tewn. 

Heydler Isn’t Worrted. 

‘While we have heard these reports,’ sald 
Mr. Heydler, .‘‘it is certain the counter- 
feiters cannot produce anything like the 
tickets we are using. Not a single ticket 
has left my possession and not a single one 
will leave my hands until Monday. It is a 
hard ticket to counterfeit and with the game 
beginning Tuesday no printers would have 
time to copy it. Anyone who buys a ticket 
except in the right way will surely be bun- 
coed 


“There are, about 5000 reserved seats to 
be placed on advance sale Monday morning. 
two to each purchaser, but all the other 
seats will be sold only at the ground on the 
day of the game. Since everybody buying 
a ticket will have to pass directly into the 
grounds, there is not the slightest chance 
of any ticket getting back in the crowd for 
speculation. Any pasteboards getting afloat 
in the crowd will be bogus and the police 
will be on hand to arrest anyone trying to 
dispose of them or use them.’’

Wise Plan to: Use the Low 


Gear When Climbing a 
Long Hill. 


Speed is costly. To reverse many well 
known ‘axioms, the saving of time ts 
not always «a saving of money. Fast 
travel, whether in trains, in motor cars, 
or in the pace of human life, inevitably 
costs something. Just as speed in- 
creases, so the ratio ef cost runs up. It 
ig known, for instance, that the Twen- 
tieth Century train makes ne money 
and it is equally certain that these who 
live a fast life seldom live a leng one. 
Why should it be different in the case 
of the motor car which is run at top 
speed all the time? 

Driving a motor car at its highest 
speed all the time involves an expense 
beyond all. proportion to the pleasure 
obtained and always. results in, short- 
ening the life of a car that ordinarily 
would cost but little to maintain.

Will Create Sentiment for Five Bills Designed 
to Make St. Louis a Better Place in 
Which to Live. 





A campaign to create public senti- 
ment in favor of five important bills 
for the protection of the public health 
has been started by the Council of 
Civic Organizations, comprised of 18 
of the leading improvement and civic 
bodies of the city. The bills, intro- 
duced in the Municipal Assembly at 
the request and. with the approval of 
the Board of Health, provide: 

For the wrapping of all bakery 
products in clean paper.* 

For the santiary care of tenements 
and for running water on each floor 
of such buildings. 

- For the abolition of the 320,000 
vaults in St. Louis within five years. 

For regulating the city’s milk sup- 
ply to insure absolutely clean and 
pure milk. 

For the proper heating and ventila- 
tion of street cars. 

The Council of Civic, Organizations 
proposes to discuss these bills before 
all of the improvements and business 
organizations of the city. The Coun- 
cil represents a membership of 8000.

Will Make City More Healthful. 

The enactment of the bills will greatly 
improve conditions in St. Louis and 
make it a more healthful city in which 
to live, in the opinion of the Board of 
Health and the Council of Civic Organi- 
zations. 

The bills were all carefully prepared 
after months of study and investigation 
by the Board of Health, and experts. 
Every interest affected was considered 





and its representatives were heard in 
the investigation preliminary to the 
preparation of the bills. The experience 
of other citiss was used as a guide. It 
was the intention of the framers of the 
bills to incorporate in them the best 
features of similar laws in other cities. 

The Council of Civic Organizations is 
seeking the support of the public for 
these bills to get them quickly passed 
by the Municipal Assembly. 

Before ths bill requiring the wrapping 
of all bakery products in paper was 
written the Board of Health had numer- 
ous loaves of bread, pies, cakes and 
other products, taken from city wagons, 
examined by the city bacteriologist. 
The examination showed that many of 
these products had been not only ex- 
posed to flies and fncests, but showed 
dirt, bacteria and dissase-breeding 
germs, 

The cost of wrapping bread, whers 
in small quantities, it was 
shown by actual test, was less than 
one-eighth of a cent a loaf. Where 
bread in handled tn large quantities the 
cost is much less. The bill provides 
that all vehicles in which bakery prod- 
ucts are transported must be clean and 
sanitary. 

' Tenement Conditions Bad. 

The investigation of tenement houses 
hy civic organizations has shown condi- 
tions almost unbsiievable, which breed 
disease and impair the usefulness. of 
people compelled to live In them. is 
estimated by sociological experts that 
not less than 100,000 persons live in 
tenements in St. Louls, and that a very 
large proportion of these houses are in- 
sanitary. Many of them have no inte- 
rior plumbing, no water supply,: and no 
closets. The housing investigation by 
the Civic. League a fsw years ago 
showed that In one of the congested dis- 
tricts there were only 204 interior closets 
and 66"bathtubs in a congested foreign 
district with a population of 13,000. 

The tenement house bill has been !n- 
dorsed by the Real Estate Exchange, 
which represents the owners of proper- 
ty. that would be affected by the bill. 
The measure provides that there must 
be one sink to furnish running water on 
every floor ef a tenement house; that 
all parts of*the house shall be kept in 
good repair and that tenants must keep 
it clean; that a care taker must be em- 
ployed for each house of eight families 
or more; that common hallways shall 
be properly lighted; prohibits the use cf 
cellars fer living purposes and provides 
for the proper ventilation of buildings. 
The bill contains several other impor- 
tant provisions, the object being te make 
all tenements comfortable and sanitary. 


Vault Bill Important. 

The vault bill is considered by tne 
civic organizations to be one ef the most 
important’ in the group. Investigation 
shows that there are 20,000 vaults in St. 
Louis, each one a source of disease- 
breeding germs. They are said by 
experts to be one ef the principal prop- 
agating sources of flies. Other modern 
cities have ceased to tolerate them, ac- 
cording to facts disclesed by recent in- 
vestigation. 

The cost ef eliminating the vaults wil! 
be approximately $75 each, er $1,500,040 
fer the entire lot. The bill provides for 
the displacement of #00 vaults each 
year, so that there /will be ne financial 
hardships upon owners. 

The bill contains many provisions for 
the improvement of the sanitation of 
tenements and residence bulldings, put 
its principal ebject is to rid the city of 
disease-breeding vaults and to require 
every new or remodeled building to he 
properly equipped with sanitary divices. 

The new milk ordinance is intended te 
give the city greater control over the 
milk supply, and to provide more ade- 
quate means of inspection. The milk 
supply of St. Louis is declared to te 
notoridusly bad. The Civic Organiza- 
tions have this conclusion on reports ef 
the Board of Health and the State 
Pure Food Commissioner. 

Approximately one-fourth of the milk 
consumed in St. Leuis is preduced by 


dairies within the city Umits, and the / PT® 


rest of it comes from Missouri and 
Illinois farmers and dairymen. 


Provisions ef Milk Biti. 

The ordinance prevides that no milk 
can be seld in St. Louis unless it comes 
from dairies inspected by city inspectors 
and that it must be preduced by tuber- 
sulin tested cows and shipped in clean 
cans. It requires a high standard of 
butter fat, a careful inspection of al) 
dairies and shipping stations and’ the 
use ef bottles, or sealed or sterilized 
receptacies for milk sold in quantities 
of less than one gallon.

tion of dairies, the ordinance creates}:

City Comptroller Taussig began yester- 
day an examination of old records at 
the City Hall to ascertain whether the 
Missouri Pacific Railway really owes 


ties for operating tracks 89 years after 
the expiration of its franchise, and 
whether the amount due can be col- 


lected. He dreamed a long dream on 
how many things might be done muni- 
cipally with that sum. He asked City 
Counselor Walther for an opinion as to 
the legality ef the clause of the old fran- 
chise providing for a payment to the 
city of $1000 a day if the road failed to 
remove its tracks and restore the streets 
when its franchise expired in 1873. 

The fact that the Missouri Pacific and 
Wabash railroads have been operating 
tracks on the levee notwithstanding their 
franchises expired years ago was told 
yesterday in the Post-Dispatch. This 
condition was revealed by an examina- 
tion of the records tracing the title to 
the “lost park’’ at North Market street 
on the river front dedicated to the city 
in 1816 for park purposes. 

Franchise Expired in 1897, 

The records show that the Wabash 
franchise expired Aug. 17, 1897, but the 
company still maintains its tracks. The 
Missouri Pacific franchise, granted to 
the oid Pacific Ratlroa] Compary of 
Missouri, expired Jan. 1, 1873, and con- 
tained a provision that the company 
should pay $1000 to the city for éach day 
the tracks were allowed to remain after 
the grant expired. 

An appropriation of $1000 from muni- 
cipal funds made by Taussig in April 
at the request of Delegate Roy Ellers 
for an examination of records showing 
the time of expiration of all railroad 
franchises in St. Louis remains unused, 


no doubt that hundreds of franchises 
for portions of tracks used by the rail- 
roads had expired years ago and had 
been forgotten, many of which “contain 
penalty clauses by which large sums 
might be collected by the city for fail- 
ure to remove the tracks. 

Members of the Municipal Assem- 
bly said that a resolution would be 
introduced authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a committee to investigate 
the expiration of the old franchises, 
and to pay the necessary expenses 
out of the $1000 appropriation. : 

Mayor Kreismann said he did not 
know any of the railroads are oper- 
ating tracks fn St. Louis after their 
franchises expired until it was pub- 
lished yesterday in the Post-Dis- 
patch. . 

“If the Missouri! Pacific Railway, or 
any other road, owes the city $14,500,- 
000 or any other amount in penalties 
it would be the duty of the Comp- 
troller to collect it,” he said. “Tf such 
facts are officially brought to my at- 
tention I would turn them over to 
the legal department for an opinion 
as to what could be done and who is 
the proper officer of the city to han- 
dle the matter.” 

Might Have to Tear Up Tracks. 

When City Counselor Walther was 
asked what action could be taken 
against railroads who are operating 
after the expiration of their franchise 
he smiled and said: 

“I guess they would have to tear 
up their tracks and get out, if they

No tabulated list showing the time 
of expiration of franchises is kept in 
the city records except as to those 
franchises in which annual payments 
are to be made for privileges 
granted. These are few, and they are 
kept by the Comptroller, to whom 
the money its paid annually. Other 
franchises which contain no constd- 
eration are recorded and then are: 
pushed back into ancient history as 
the years pass by, and are forcotten.

Park Commissioner Says Funds 
Now Available Are Needed for 
Baths and Playgrounds. 


DOWNTOWN PARK NEEDS 


Work Already Outlined Is Five 
Years Behind Becatfse Money 
Is Lacking to Push It. 


Park Commissioner Davis yesterday 
outlined his views as Park Commis- 
sioner on the question of the proposed 
enlarged zoo for St. Louis. He analy- 


zed the existing conditions in his 
department, the financial appropriations 
and available funds, and gave his opin- 
ion as to the practical solution of the 
zoo problem. 

He explained to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that his statement should not be 
considered as an argument for or 
against the proposed greater zoo. He 
offered it, he said, to explain, as head 
of the Park Department, the many 
handicaps that must be overcome before 
a large zoological garden can be effec- 
tively establised. 

Davis declared that tn his opinion the 
funds for the proposed :z00 should be 
raised by a bond issue, a special general 
tax, or a district assessment of the 
property in the vicinity where the new 
zoo is to be located. 

He said: , 

“If the city of St. Louls was fi- 
nancially able to establish and 
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which would now be excsedingly valu- 


lable were destroyed when the City Hall 


and the Exposition Building were lo- 


2 cated in them. Think how valuable 


those parks would be now, and how 
trifling the additional expense of buying 
ground for these buildings would have 
been then. 

“We should not make the same mis- 
take with the zoo—a mistake which a 
few other cities have made, as they 
are just: beginning to learn to their sor- 
row. Give it ample space to become 4 
great asset of the city instead of crip- 
pling both it and other valuable proper- 
ties by miserliness at the start. | 

‘‘The whole matter is, of course, in the 
hands of the Municipal Assembly. It 
will be for them to decide whether play- 
grounds, public baths and comfort sta- 
tions are more important than a Zoo at 
the present time. I must, of course, 
acquiesce in their decision, but I must 
admit that it will be a hard blow if the 
plans for which Miss Rumbold and oth- 
ers have worked so hard are put aside, 
or hampered just as they are beginning 
to bring results.”’
